Manila Bay (via Hongkong ami 
Paris).—Serious ilissension has already 
broken out among the rebel leaders, 
(.icueral Aguinaldo sent General Mas- 
cado to arrest Isabella .trniacho and 
five other natives whom lie suspected 
of conspiracy against his authority. 
They have been throxvn into prison and 
their friends fear they w ill be taken to 
Old Cavite anil shot. 

-Vrinucho, who was Home Secretary 
in -Vugiiialdo’s Cabinet in ISlMi, re- 
maineil as a hostage when General de 
Rivera pacified the island last winter. 
Aguinaldo went to Hongkong and re¬ 
ceived tin* first installment of iH*ace 
money, $400,000. He cablexl to .\r- 
macho, who then ordered the natives 
to lay down their arms. There was 
trouble over the second installment of 
$300,000 and a law suit was begun at 
Hongkong for the |Missession of this 
money last April, Armacho claiming he 
had not received his share. Finally 
Aguinaldo gave Armacho $100,000 and 
the latter recently bought itOOO rifli's, 
whcli were to have been shipped frciu 
Hongkong to Cavite in the steamer 
Pasig. This vessel was seized by the 
Britisli authorities about two weeks

SPANIARDS ARE DISMAYED. 

News That Watson Will Gross the At¬ 
lantic Worries Them. 

New York.—A World cable from 
Hongkong says: A panic has pre¬ 
vail^ at the Spanish convent here, the 
center of Spanish political activity, 
since the news came that a fleet of 
American battle-ships and cruisers 
to start across the Atlantic to attack 
the Sitanish coast. This information 
has completely changed the feelings of 
the Spaniards, whose hopes bad been 
excit^ by the announcement that Ad¬ 
miral Camara, with his vessels of war 
and troopships, had reached Port 
Said. 

Torres, Procurate, and Nevarro, the 
Consal, were Jubilant and made no at¬ 
tempt to conceal their delight over the 
anticipated destruction of Dewey’s 
fleet by the Peiayo, Carlos V and the 
trio of trofiedo-boat destroyers, but 
their delight has turned to dismay, for 
they fear that Camara’s coming is un¬ 
certain now. 

If it was known that Monterey bod 
left Son Francisco and would shortly 
anchor in Manila bay, the American 
colony would feel that all danger to 
Dewey bod passed. 

Members of the wealthy Cortes 
family, who have already applied 
through Consul Wildmon for American 
citiMnship, are preparing to return to 
Manila. Tliey intend to assert their 
claims. Their property has been ille¬ 
gally oonflseated. Maximo Cortes has 
notUM Admiral Dewey that bis places 
ore at the dispo^ of the Amorican 
Oeoavola free ior use os boiracko for 
the troops from Son FroBoisoo.

Whether the 
latter w ill be tried for failure to bring 
over the Pasig's load of arms will dc- 
licnd on further advices from Hongkong. 

It is reported that the rebels cap¬ 
tured Biilucun, north of Manila, with 
the Governor of tliat province and a 
large number of troops. Fighting 
around Manila is limited to holding 
Spaniards in check. 

Pension List of the Present Wnr. 

New York—A Washington special 
to the Herald says: Up to the present 
time there have IxHxn fifty-four claims 
for iHmsions for men who have died 
or who have been killeil in the Span¬ 
ish war. Commissioner of Pensions 
Evans informs me tliat pensions can 
be granteil for deaths or disabilities 
incurred during the existing war with¬ 
out any speoial legislation on the part 
of Congress. All such claims come 
under the general pension laws. Of 
the claims referred to thirty-seven 
were made by near relations of sailors 
who were killed by the destruction of 
the battle-ship Maine. Only one of 
these claims has as yet been allowed 
by the Penison Office. This is the 
widow of Beaman W. P. Montfort, who 
was killed in Havana harbor by the 
destruction of the Maine. The other 
Maine claims have not been acted 
upon. 

KatBrmlDBtlag Babbit*. 

It looks 08 if the farmers of Austra¬ 
lia had at length found an effective 
means of suppressing the rabbit pest. 
Recent reports from Australia state 
that a central rabbit board is supply¬ 
ing chicken cholera virus for distribu¬ 
tion among all the rabbit-infested dis¬ 
tricts of Australia, for the purpose of 
inoculating rabbits trapped on the vari- 
ons ranches in the district. After 
being inoculated they are relegat'd, and 
BO spread tha dtaaose by contagion. It 
it said Uiat rabtaita are dying by hun¬ 
dreds of thonsaada from this disease. 


Spain Organize* a Pljrlag Squadron. 

London.— The Madrid correspondent 
of the Daily Mail says: The Govern¬ 
ment has ordered the formation of a 
small flying squadron composed of the 
omisers Alfonso XIII, Meteor (former¬ 
ly Havel) and the Ciudad de Cadiz, 
nnder command of Lintenant-Comnan- 
der Jose G. Bobral, formerly naval at¬ 
tache of the Spanish Embassy at Wash¬ 
ington.

tion materially changes by a decided 
victory or a decided defeat. 

Just why this sbonld be awaited is 
not clear, but it is none the less said to 
be an element which delays any over¬ 
tures for peace. Most of the diplo¬ 
matic representatives of powers likely 
to take part in peace overtures have 
left the city or are about to go for their 
summer vocationa. 

3aga*ta Not For raoea. 

Madrid.-—Prenaier Sagasta, in an in¬ 
terview in regard to peace rumors, said: 
They are abimrd. I am astonished that 
any attontioD is paid to them. There 
will not bo and oannot be any discos- 
sion in regard to that matter. I affirm 
this abeolntely. The Government can¬ 
not treat for peace now. That action 
depends on devleopments, and the Gov¬ 
ernment will not act until the proper 
Ume.”

Tlic Brave uiid Daring Fellows Who 
Man the Torpedo Boata, 

The men who entered Into the war 
against Spain with the greatest enthu¬ 
siasm are the youug otilcors of the 
navy. One reason why the navy young¬ 
sters welcome the war Is that It af¬ 
fords opportunities for feats of daring 
and heroism, which open the doors to 
fame aud promotion. 

A few years ago It was freely assert¬ 
ed that the days of romantic daring 
and the chances for Individual heroism 
had departed from the work of naval 
wa'rfare forever. It was said that 
mon-of-war were becoming simply big 
fighting machines, that they would 
have to be uianued by engineers aud 
machinists aud that the inauner In 
which they wen* intended to fight pre¬ 
cluded the possibility of a display of 
personal daring. But there has been a 
change lu this respect and the change 
tias been brmight altout chiefly by that 
small, agile and exceedingly dangerous 
class of craft known as torpedo boats, 
whli-h navy oflleers consider the great-v 
est production of modern iitivul science. 

'I'he torpeilo boat Is so small aud her 
gnus are so few that she carries only 
aliout twenty men. They are com¬ 
manded by a lieutenant, and so It hap¬ 
pens that all our torpedo craft are un¬ 
der the (llreetloii of j'ouug men. They 
are the pick of the navy, too, for It 
takes a man of daring, steady nerves 
and cool judgment to direct a torpedo 
boat, and this combination of qualities 
Is uot found lu every man, even among 
those In the higher ranks. 

How brave a imiu It takes for torpe¬ 
do boat work Is easily seen when oue 
looks at the work expeolcd of them In 
lime of war. The torpedo boats are 
the light cavalry of the navy; they are 
Intended to travel much faster than 
the larger vessels aud so eairy little 
weight. Their sides are of sttH-l, aud 
are only a quarter of an Inch thick. A 
single shot from the guns carried ou 
the military masts of the big warships 
Would send one to the bottom. Her 
own guns would make uo impression 
ou tbe thick plates of au armorclad. 

The toi'iiedo boat's only weapon of 
oll'ense is tlie torpedo. That Is a 
deadly weapon, and its “(K.) pouuds of 
guneotlou will destroy the finest .ship 
that floats, but lo fii-e It with accuracy 
the torpedo boat must he less than half 
a mile fioiii her target, within easy 
range of the latter’s guns.
